Mayor 'will pack up' if flats 


A MAYOR has threatened to step 
down from Welshpool Town Council 
if plans to build 19 flats are given the 
go-ahead. 

Plans have been drawn up for a 
block of flats to be built on the site 
of the former Welshpool Social Club. 

The plans went before Welshpool 
Town Council planning committee 
on Wednesday last week, with around 


40 residents attending to vent their 
anger at the plans. 

Town councillors said despite wel¬ 
coming the re-development of the so¬ 
cial club, which closed last year after 
40 years, the plans were an over de¬ 
velopment of the site. 

Mayor Steve Kaye was firmly 
against the current plans and said if 
permission is eventually granted by 


Powys County Council, he will step 
down from the council. 

He said: “It is obvious it does not 
fit in with the character of the town, 
you’ve got red brick houses and it 
would be next to concrete and tin. It 
is too modern for the area. 

“If Powys County Council allow 
this to happen I will walk away from 
the council, I will pack up, because it

will show we don’t have any say in 
this town whatsoever.” 

Mid Wales Properties Ltd has ac¬ 
quired the site on behalf of Mid Wales 
Housing Association. The plans are to 
demolish the current building, erect¬ 
ing new apartments. The apartments 
will include 15 two bedroom and four 
one bedroom flats, with parking for 
11 vehicles and a further four spaces

Mother jailed for 
throwing her baby 
out of a window 

A MOTHER who gave birth to a baby girl 
before putting her into a plastic bag and 
throwing her out of a bathroom window 
has been jailed for 10 years. 

The girl survived the ordeal, but was 
left with serious injuries, including bleed¬ 
ing on the brain. Her mother had only 
just given birth and had managed to keep 
the fact she was pregnant secret. 

The woman from Oswestry, who ad¬ 
mitted a charge of attempted murder at a 
previous hearing, was sentenced at Staf¬ 
ford Crown Court. 

Her baby was found outside a house in 
Meole Brace, Shrewsbury, on April 22 last 
year where she had been living. 

The court was told the woman didn’t 
want the baby because she reminded her 
of the father who she was no longer in a 
relationship with after discovering he had 
a different name and a family. 

Defence solicitor Paul Smith said the 
break up in her relationship with the ba¬ 
by’s father had a big effect on his client. 
He told the court she was “naive and so¬ 
cially immature” but was deeply remorse¬ 
ful. 

Judge Mr Justice Chambers QC said 
the woman had “many hallmarks and 
characteristics” of someone half her age.

CALLS have been made 
for safety improvements in 
Oswestry to tackle the “aston¬ 
ishing” speeds some people 
are driving at. 

Town and Shropshire Councillor 
Clare Aspinall has tabled a notice of 
motion calling for action 
on speeders. 

She said: “The speed at which 
people drive along Cabin Lane 
is astonishing. It is a wide road 
which encourages drivers to go 
too fast. There are speed calm¬ 
ing bumps at the Unicorn Road 
end of the road and I would like 
to see the continuation of them 
along its length.” 

Councillor Aspinall has also 
called for a pedestrian crossing on the road close 
to the Meadows School and also on Unicorn 
Road as well as improvements on Middleton 
Road and Lime Grove. Oswestry Town Council¬ 
lors were due to discuss her request at a meeting 
last night (Wednesday). 

The move comes as it emerged this week that 
a proposal to introduce a blanket 20mph speed 
limit in Oswestry town centre could take a step 
forward. 

Saffron Rainey, a member of the town’s town- 
scape and transport forum, is attending a Shrop¬ 
shire-wide conference on September 30 which 
will look into the benefits of reducing the speed 
on all residential roads. The former town coun¬ 
cillor has been campaigning for a blanket speed 
reduction since he put forward a successful mo¬ 
tion of notice in 2013. 

Mr Rainey said: “I’m all for it but I think that 
Oswestry needs to engineer the environment to 
make it a 20mph limit. A speed limit and the en¬ 
gineering of the road needs to go hand in hand 
which is what the townscape group looks at. I 
would like to see some money spent on that.”

HUNDREDS of love letters inspired by the 
relationship between two Second World War 
soldiers have been posted into a flaming let¬ 
terbox. 

The UK military’s first openly transgender 
officer, Caroline Paige, was the first person to 
post a letter in memory of Gilbert Bradley and 
Gordon Bowsher. 

It is part of a project inspired by the love 
letters exchanged between the two soldiers 


during the war when Gilbert was based in 
Park Hall, Oswestry. The project, Gilbert 
and Gordon: Then All The World Could See 
How In Love We Are, began when Mark Hi- 
gnett from the Oswestry Town Museum bid 
on a stack of war letters and discovered the 
forbidden relationship. 

Letters to be burnt in the specially made 
postbox were sent from all over the world and 
there was a chance to write one at the week¬ 


end during the Heritage Open Days festival 
in Oswestry. 

The fire on the Bailey Head was extin¬ 
guished on Sunday evening. 

The ashes from the letters will be trans¬ 
formed into a commemorative diamond ring. 

The love letters project was one of many in¬ 
itiatives held in and around Oswestry for the 
Heritage Open Days festival at the weekend.

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Drug dealer jailed for four 
years after gun tip-off

A DRUG dealer central to an 
operation thought to be worth 
£100,000 has been jailed for four 
years. 

Police were first alerted to his ac¬ 
tivity after being given a tip-off that 
a man had a gun at an address in 
Oswestry. 

Adam Powney, 30, formerly of Queen 
Elizabeth Drive, Oswestry, was jailed when 
he appeared at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
on Tuesday. 

In total, officers seized about £8,000 of 
drugs along with equipment believed to be 
used in the dealing. Powney, who also goes 
by the alias ‘Ricky’, admitted four charges 
of the possession of drugs - two of possess¬ 
ing crack cocaine and two of heroin. 

Judge Jim Tindal was told that Powney, 
whose current address was Curlender 
Close, Birkenhead, had never been in trou¬ 
ble with drugs before the incident and had 
got in over his head. 

Laura Nash, prosecuting, said Powney 
had been discovered after police were given 
a tip-off that a man had a gun at an address 
in Queen Elizabeth Drive in September last 
year. Armed police were sent to the prop¬ 
erty and Powney ran off. 

Drugs, a baseball bat, a large quantity of 
cash and phones were then found in a BMW 
outside the address, the court heard. 

In November while on bail pending in¬ 
quiries officers spotted him dealing drugs 
on the street in Welsh Walls and then down 
a nearby alley. 

Police followed him to a flat and inside 
discovered a drugs den, Miss Nash said. 

In all drugs worth between £1,500 and 
£2,500 were found in the car, and drugs 
worth around £4,000 were found in the flat 
along with scales and mobile phones. 

The court heard that when phone mes¬ 
sages were analysed they included voice- 
mails from his ‘boss’ claiming the operation 
was worth £100,000. 

In mitigation, Andrew Mclnnes for 
Powney said his client had been diagnosed 
with autism. “He became embroiled in 
something out of his depth and has been 
exploited by others,” Mr Mclnnes said.

British marathon runner Andy Davies, 
who competed at the 2014 Commonwealth 
Games, was at the school and was one of the 
baton bearers who took the baton on to its 
next destination in Welshpool, where over 
400 children took part in a world marathon 
challenge at the high school. 

County Councillor Graham Breeze said 
it was fantastic to see the baton brought 


through Welshpool. He added: “It was a su¬ 
perb event and occasion for the town. It was 
brilliantly organised and a big thing to come 
to Welshpool. 

“We don’t get things like this coming to 
Welshpool or Powys very often, so it was a 
privilege to see it come and see how well it 
was celebrated.” 

Throughout the day the baton bearers 
included fundraisers, schoolchildren, young 
sports men and women and top athletes 
from the county.

Man given jail term 
for slashing car tyres

A MAN caught slashing car tyres 
with a knife chased the car own¬ 
er when he was challenged, a 
court heard. 

Patrick Andrew Garner, 49, was re¬ 
strained - but then lunged at a mem¬ 
ber of the public who intervened. 

Garner, of Leighton View, Welshpool, 
admitted criminal damage and possessing a 
blade in public - which put him in breach of 
a suspended prison sentence. The defend¬ 
ant, who appeared at Mold Crown Court via 
a television link from prison, was jailed for 
16 months for the offences. 

He received an additional 30 weeks 
consecutive for being in breach of the sus¬ 
pended sentence. A restraining order was 
made not to contact the car owner. 

Judge Niclas Parry said that 11 days 
after he received a suspended sentence for 
driving while disqualified - his 83rd offence 
during decades of offending - he was bran¬ 
dishing a knife with an eight-inch blade in 
public. He was seeking revenge on a person 
with whom he had been in dispute. 

The defendant had been seen crouched 
down by the vehicle and had caused £200 
worth of damage to the tyres. When ap¬ 
proached he “brandished that dangerous 
weapon” and threatened to use it. 

At the time, he was heavily intoxicated, 
“out of control of your senses” and the 
judge said that the potential for cata¬ 
strophic consequences was obvious. 

Mercifully there had been no injuries 
and three decent members of the public 
had come to help and restrain him. But the 
defendant had lunged at the stomach of one 
of them, the judge said. 

Prosecuting barrister Brett Williamson 
said the victim was at home on August 12 
when he became aware of the defendant 
damaging his car tyres. The Astra car was 
parked a couple of metres from his window 
and when challenged the defendant threat¬ 
ened to “do” him. With the knife, he fol¬ 
lowed the owner twice around the car. 

Jonathan Austin, defending, said that 
the offence was committed when his client 
was significantly inebriated.

Mrs Bright, whose son, Byron, 
died from bone cancer 23 years ago 
at the age of just 20, said there was a 
lot of research taking place into the 
disease.

A COUNCIL is still in discussions with 
Bupa over the ownership of care homes. 

Last month it was announced that the 
company HC-One had completed the take¬ 
over of 122 care homes from Bupa at a cost 
of £30 million.

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It's business as usual says 
new principal at college 
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Report by Aimee Jones _ 

“WE’RE open for business and don’t need to close,” is the message 
from a college’s new principal. 

Ian Clinton OBE has said the future of North Shropshire College in Oswestry 
is secure despite a merger with Reaseheath College falling through last month. 

“Everyone who had put so much work into the merger was disappointed because it all 
fell through at the last minute but things didn’t seem to be quite right,” he said. “We 

don’t need to merge with another college, 
it’s not necessary for our future, but we will 
explore the options. 

“I think ultimately it fell through for a 
number of reasons. It costs money and the 
funding that was originally offered by the 
government was not enough to make it 
worthwhile. 

“There needs to be some benefits for both 
colleges because there’s so much work in¬ 
volved with a merger.” 

The experienced principal, who has led 
many colleges to success over the last two 
decades, is settling into life on the Shrop¬ 
shire border. 

“Oswestry is a great town with a good 
atmosphere,” he said. “My plan is to work 
closely with local businesses because I 
think we have a responsibility to ensure 
these small businesses thrive and help 
them, whether that be through apprentices 
or something else. I also want to see what 
new courses we can put on and really focus 
on our strengths. I will be disappointed if 
we don’t have another 10 per cent of stu¬ 
dents passing their exams next year.” 

Mr Clinton also welcomed plans to build 
600 homes on the edge of Oswestry. Last 
year J Ross Developments submitted a 
planning application to build the develop¬ 
ment on 24 hectares of land near the col¬ 
lege. He said: “Building is of course a good 
thing for the college. Hopefully a lot of new 
families will move in and eventually the 
children would come along to the college.” 

In 2015, Mr Clinton was awarded with an 
OBE in the Queen’s New Year’s Honours 
for transforming Blackburn College. 

He said: “When I was at Blackburn 
within three years I got it to ‘outstanding’. 
I get a buzz out of changing people’s lives 
for the better. I see North Shropshire Col¬ 
lege as a college that has improved but still 
requires some improvement - and we will 
do that.”

Members 
of gang to 
pay back £1 

MEMBERS of a gang of burglars who tar¬ 
geted Asian families for the gold they had 
in their homes made thousands of pounds 
- but some will not have to pay anything 
back. 

A financial hearing under The Proceeds 
of Crime Act at Mold Crown Court revealed 
that some of the burglars had no assets. 

Agreed nominal £1 confiscation orders - 
not to be collected - were made simply to 
keep the issue alive so should they come 
into money in the future then the prosecu¬ 
tion could go after them. But confiscation 
orders were made against others. 

In September of last year gang members 
were jailed for more than 42 years after 
the court heard how they had caused great 
concern to the Asian community and they 
had also targeted the elderly and the vul¬ 
nerable. The whole conspiracy involved 37 
burglaries in Chester, The Wirral and the 
Welsh borders around Oswestry and the 
Midlands. Property to the value of more 
than £100,000 had been stolen. 

Proceedings against Mark Bowen, 46, of 
Western Avenue, Whittington, Oswestry, 
who received 27 months after admitting 
handling stolen goods and money launder¬ 
ing, were adjourned until December by the 
judge, Mr Recorder Wyn Lloyd Jones.

I’m dedicating this week’s col¬ 
umn to the memory of my old 
friend and colleague Mike Rob¬ 
inson, who sadly passed away 
last week after a very short battle 
with cancer - tragically just a day 
after the loss of his wife Lesley 
to the same illness. Journalism 
and sport had linked our lives 
for over 45 years since we be¬ 
gan our careers with Oswestry 
based North Wales Newspapers 
at Caxton Press and then with 
Midland News Association, own¬ 
ers of the Oswestry Chronicle, 
and despite drifting in and out of 
each other’s lives I regarded him 
as a true friend. 

The world of journalism is a 
sadder and much weaker place 
without Mike. His encyclopaedic 
knowledge of everything sporty 
and unrivalled and meticulous 
attention to detail earned him a 
legendary reputation amongst 
colleagues. Despite not enjoy¬ 
ing very good eyesight he could 
spot a typo at 100 paces. 

Mike was a wonderfully amus¬ 
ing man. He always had a sto¬ 
ry to tell that would reduce the 
room to raucous laughter. His 
very arrival would light up a room 
and he was the sort of person 
you just wanted to be around. 

Last year we appeared togeth¬ 
er on a Radio 5 Live broadcast 
from The Venue at Oswestry to 
debate cross-border football ri¬ 
valry ahead of the Wales v Eng¬ 
land European Championship 
match. Typically Mike stole the 
show, predicting victory for the 
English and delighting the pro¬ 
duction team with his hilarious 
story telling. I might as well have 
stayed at home. 

His passion for sport was im¬ 
mense and his love for Oswest¬ 
ry Cricket Club is without doubt 
the reason the club sits at the 
top of the Birmingham Cricket 
League’s second division. 

As the club’s chairman and 
driving force he was determined 
to offer cricket at the highest 
possible level to the people of 
Oswestry. What a legacy he 
leaves on Morda Road. 

Was there ever a man who 
knew so much about horse rac¬ 
ing? Mike could tell you who 
won the 2.45 at Newton Abbot 
this time last year and who the 
jockey was. What a man to have 
in any quiz team. 

Football also played a big part 
in his life. He revelled in edit¬ 
ing Shrewsbury Town’s match- 
day programme and had been 
a founder committee member 
of the Wem Sunday Football 
League and administrator of the 
highly successful Sun team. 

The worlds of newspapers and 
sport have lost a true profession¬ 
al and a unique enthusiast and 
are poorer places today.

Happy 25th birthday to the 
A5 link. MARK ANDREWS 
takes a look at how the 
road came to be built 

IT was the biggest engineering 
project Shropshire had seen 
since the days of Thomas Tel¬ 
ford. 

Thirty years in the planning, at a 
cost £65 million, and involving the 
construction of 25 new bridges, the 
link road between Shrewsbury and 
the motorway network was a huge 
project which has transformed the 
way we travel around the county. 

It is 25 years since the 19-mile stretch, 
which connects the county town to the 
M54 at Wellington was opened by roads 
minister Kenneth Carlisle, and today we 
take it for granted that it is possible to 
travel between Telford and Shrewsbury 
in just 20 minutes. 

The road ended decades of congestion 
at the many bottlenecks between the 
motorway and Shrewsbury, and included 
two separate bypasses where the road 
split into the A5 west and the A49 head¬ 
ing north. 

It has also played a major role in boost¬ 
ing the area’s economy, but it was road 
safety, not commerce, which was the 
prime motive in constructing the road 
link. 

Back in the 1990s, the A5 was the 
most dangerous road in the county, and 
Mr Carlisle predicted the new road would 
save 40 lives a year, and prevent up to 
1,500 accidents. He also said it would 
make Shrewsbury a cleaner and more 
pleasant place to live. The need for a 
major new route between what would

become Telford and the county town 
of Shrewsbury had been identified in 
the early 1960s. The explosion of car 
ownership after the Second World War 
meant that the existing A5 bypass, built 
in 1933, was just too overloaded to cope. 
But it would be another 10 years or so 
before the basic idea of the joint A5 and 
A49 bypasses emerged. 

The preferred route did not materi¬ 
alise until 1979, following a public con¬ 
sultation exercise, which included fierce 
debate about whether the road could be 
justified on economic grounds. 

But it was another five years, and a 
major public inquiry, before the road 
got final ministerial approval in 1984 - 
only to hit more snags. 

Two aggrieved landowners chal¬ 
lenged the Secretary of State’s approval 


and took their case to the High Court. 
They managed to stall the scheme 
while countless drivers fumed in their 
stationary cars and lorries. The judges 
were unimpressed with the landowners’ 
case - “manifestly without merit” one 
of them remarked - but it was 1990 be¬ 
fore the final public inquiry was heard. 

However, with all the legal hurdles 
out the way, it was full-steam ahead and 
the actual construction was remarkably 
swift. Two contractors were appointed, 
Surrey and Birmingham-based Ed¬ 
mund Nuttall would carry out the work 
from Emstrey to beyond Montford 
Bridge, with the rest - including the 
main dual carriageway linking the M54 
to Preston, just outside Shrewsbury 
going to Alfred McAlpine. 

Neither part of the job has been

without snags. The schedule was always 
tight, tied especially to construction of 
the four bridges over the River Severn. 

New age travellers also posed prob¬ 
lems, with security staff having to be 
posted at access points to prevent them 
camping on the sites. 

The new road did play a major role 
in reducing the casualty rate, although 
it suffered its first serious crash within 
three weeks of opening, and there were 
two fatalities in the space of a week in its 
first 18 months. 

Even before it opened, it had faced 
criticism that it didn’t go far enough in 
addressing the problems with the A5. 
While the main stretch from Wellington 
to Preston island just outside Shrews¬ 
bury was a dual carriageway, coroner 
David Crawford Clarke was unhappy 
that parts of the two bypasses around 
Shrewsbury were single carriageway. 

Derek Conway, who was Shrewsbury 
MP at the time, also had his reserva¬ 
tions. “This road has been necessary 
for Shrewsbury, but I don’t think that 
it is a safe stretch of road,” he said, 
after the second fatality. “I have seen so 
many near misses, the whole stretch to 
Oswestry can be lethal with people over¬ 
taking.” North Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson has been campaigning for more 
than 20 years for the dual carriageway 
to be extended beyond Shrewsbury to 
Oswestry and the North Wales border. 

Back in 1997, he secured a parliamen¬ 
tary debate to discuss the matter. He 
highlighted the problems of long-dis¬ 
tance drivers from the south of England 
making effortless progress on modern 
roads until they reached Shrewsbury. 

Mr Paterson last year persuaded roads 
minister John Hayes to visit Oswestry 
to see the problems with the single-car¬ 
riageway stretch of the A5. But while 
Mr Paterson is confident progress is 
being made, no funding is imminent. 


I write this column sitting out 
on my balcony overlooking the 
Bay of Gibraltar. The Spanish 
port of Algeciras is to my right. 
The Mountains of North Mo¬ 
rocco are to my left. The Straits 
of Gibraltar are in front of me 
- 100,000 seagoing vessels of 
various sorts pass through this 
way every year, a high proportion 
taking on fuel and stores, or un¬ 
dergoing various sorts of repair 
and maintenance. 

Algeciras and Gibraltar are 
hugely important to Spain and 
Britain respectively - for vei y 
different reasons. Algeciras is 
one of the world’s busiest com¬ 
mercial ports and of great im¬ 
portance to the Spanish econ¬ 
omy. Gibraltar is crucial to the 
defence of Britain, and through 
this defence capability, crucially 
important to maintaining peace 
in the world. 

I am in Gibraltar for three days 
as a guest of the Gibraltarian 
Government, who want us to un¬ 
derstand the importance of the 
Port of Gibraltar to the world. 

The timing of our visit coin¬ 
cides with the celebration of 
National Day, held annually on 
September 10. This year is spe¬ 
cial because it’s the 25th such 
National Day. It’s a glorious cel¬ 
ebration of the spirit of Gibraltar. 
It’s also a statement of an en¬ 
during love for Britain. Spain has 
long claimed the ‘ownership’ of 
Gibraltar, but in 1967, the then 
Chief Minister arranged a ref¬ 
erendum to establish what Gi¬ 
braltarians wanted. Over 12,000 
voted to remain British, while just 
44 wanted to join Spain. And that 
is how it’s going to stay. 

A key part of the Gibraltari¬ 
an economy is based on finan¬ 
cial services and online betting. 
So unsurprisingly, Gibraltari¬ 
ans were concerned about the 
possible impact of the United 
Kingdom’s decision to leave 
the European Union and 96 per 
cent voted Remain. I did not 
expect to hear the speech of 
the inspirational Chief Minister, 
Fabian Picardo which was stun¬ 
ningly positive about Brexit. He 
said, bluntly, that they had “got 
it wrong”. In the last year, GDP 
increased by an astonishing nine 
per cent. Average salaries rose 
to £90,000. Unemployment fell 
to just 74 people. Truly remark¬ 
able figures. The key to Gibral¬ 
tar’s economic future is its close 
links with Britain - 90 per cent of 
exports are to Britain, and our 
two Governments are working 
together positively on Brexit. All 
the opposite of what was feared. 
No wonder National Day cele¬ 
brations have been more joyous 
than ever this last week.

HOW DO I ENFORCE A CHILD ARRANGEMENTS ORDER? 


Q: I have a court order which sets out very clearly when I can see my children who live with their mother, my ex-wife. The problem 
is that my ex picks and chooses which part of the order she complies with and I just don’t know what to do. Can she be punished? 

A. If a Child Arrangements Order has been made and is not being complied with, there is provision to enable the order to be 
enforced. The court must however first be satisfied beyond reasonable doubt that a person has failed, without reasonable excuse, 
to comply with the Child Arrangements Order. The court has to take into account the welfare of the child concerned and be satisfied 
that the making of any order is necessary to ensure compliance and that the enforcement order is proportionate to the breach. 

Where it is found that a person has failed to comply with a Child Arrangements Order the court can consider whether to make an 
order that requires the person who has breached the order to undertake between 40 - 200 hours of unpaid work. The court may 
suspend the Enforcement Order on the basis that if the order is breached a second time the Enforcement Order will kick in and the 
breacher will have to undertake the unpaid work. 

If the person in breach of the order has failed to comply with a Contact Order without a reasonable excuse, and this causes financial 
loss for the person seeking to enforce the order, the court may make an order for the person who has not complied with the order to 
pay compensation to the person seeking to enforce the order. You should consult with a good family lawyer to discuss your options.

A good family 
life is so very 
important to 
every child 

SOME readers will be aware of a report 
that said that we now have over 580,000 
needy/vulnerable children and young peo¬ 
ple in this country - nearly 20 per cent of 
the 11 million children in the UK. 

Having worked in one of our economic 
and socially deprived areas for many years, 
I saw at first hand many of these children. 

Some were known to the authorities, 
but many were not on any official regis¬ 
ter.

It was also very 
evident that because of their situation, 
many of these children would fail to get 
acceptable grades at school; would struggle 
to get a job and would perpetuate the need 
through producing yet another generation 
of vulnerable children. Whilst hearing this 
report, I could not help realising that the 
percentage of needy children that come 
from stable homes where both birth par¬ 
ents are still living under the same roof is 
vastly smaller and that there has been an 
obvious correlation between rising divorce 
rates and these appalling figures. 

I am convinced that the harm that is 
done to the children at the time of a divorce 
and the effect on the children in subse¬ 
quent years is a contributory factor to this 
blot on our society. 

Another is the staggering increase in 
one-parent families and whilst some are 
doing a sterling job in raising their off¬ 
spring, tens of thousands are struggling 
and the instability has a knock-on effect on 
the children.

What worries me far more than the 
thought of a woman driving any train I was 
a passenger on is the fact that someone 
occupying the highest echelons of govern¬ 
ment will, with one comment, look down on 
those who are responsible for the safety of 
millions every day. 

Far worse than that, many would come 
to the conclusion that Hammond’s alleged 
statement betrays a sexist, misogynistic at¬ 
titude to every woman in this country. 

Do we really want someone like that sit¬ 
ting in cabinet?

Heritage celebrated 


AN innovative love letter project has 
helped Oswestry celebrate its unique her¬ 
itage. 

Hundreds of love letters inspired by the 
relationship between two Second World 
War soldiers were posted into a flaming 
letterbox at the weekend on Oswestry’s 
Bailey Head. 

The UK military’s first openly transgen¬ 
der officer, Caroline Paige, was the first 
person to post a letter in memory of Gil¬ 
bert Bradley and Gordon Bowsher. 

It is part of a project inspired by the love 
letters exchanged between the two soldiers 
during the war when Gilbert was based in 
Park Hall, Oswestry. 

Caroline said: “These letters are treas¬ 
ures in more ways than one. There is

something really, really romantic about 
a love which is forbidden. But they also 
show that if two people are in love with 
each other, the circumstances shouldn’t 
matter.” The former Flight Lieutenant 
joined the Royal Air Force in 1980 but was 
told to hide the fact that she identified as 
a woman because the military persecuted 
homosexual and transgender people. 

“If someone found out I would have been 
arrested and probably sent to military 
prison,” she said. “So I hid it until 1999 
when the law changed and then I transi¬ 
tioned.” 

Letters to be burnt were sent from all 
over the world and there was a chance to 


write one during the Heritage Open Days 
festival in Oswestry at the weekend. The 
ashes will be transformed into a commem¬ 
orative diamond ring. The project was one 
of many Heritage Open Day events which 
also included the excavation of Oswestry 
Castle. Andy Roberts, who is in charge of 
site operations at the castle, said: “We’ve 
uncovered something very large but it is 
not quite clear what it is yet. 

“We think it might be a door, but it is 
obviously a late addition to the keep. 

“We know the keep is a square build¬ 
ing which is at least three storeys high so 
we’ve got a long way to dig down yet but 
we’ve made really good progress so far.” 

The castle excavation project runs until 
September 22.

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Action zone 
plans take 
a further 
step forward 

OSWESTRY could be given a facelift 
after getting through to the next 
stage of a bid to be named a Heritage 
Action Zone. 

The town has been successful in 
its first round submission to Historic 
England to be named an action zone, 
a national project to “breath new life 
into old places”. 

The proposal has moved to the sec¬ 
ond stage and members of Oswestry 
Town Council and Shropshire Council 
have now been invited to meet with 
the national body. 

There are hopes that if the bid is 
successful it could lead to grants to 
improve town centre buildings. 

Oswestry Town Council has been 
campaigning for several years for the 
owners of empty shops, particularly in 
Cross Street, to improve the buildings 
and market them. Earlier this year 
the council invited members of the 
unitary authority to see the problems 
for themselves which led to the Herit¬ 
age Action Zone bid. 

In a report to the town council’s 
meeting on Wednesday this week, 
Town Clerk David Preston said the 
proposal aimed to make the Oswestry 
Conservation Area the principle focus 
of the zone. 

He said: “It would look at ways in 
which the economic vitality of the his¬ 
toric town centre could be promoted, 
encouraging more people to shop and 
visit. 

“This could not only build on the 
strategic work currently underway for 
Oswestry public realm but could also 
feature an area-based grant scheme to 
provide support to owners and propri¬ 
etors to improve their buildings.” 

The Heritage Action Zones were 
launched by Historic England last 
year. 


Concerns raised over 
social club development

PLANS to turn a former social 
club into 19 flats is too big of a 
project for the land it is on, ac¬ 
cording to a county councillor. 

The once thriving Welshpool So¬ 
cial Club, which opened in the 1960s 
and ran for almost 50 years off Brook 
Street, has been acquired by Mid 
Wales Properties Ltd on behalf of Mid 
Wales Housing Association. 

It is proposing to demolish the building 
and turn it into 19 homes, including 15 
two-bedroom apartments and four one-bed- 
room apartments. 

However, the plans have been met with 
considerable concern from residents living 
near the site. 

County Councillor Graham Breeze has 
been contacted by a host of residents and 
he believes the project is too big for the site. 

He said: “We know there is a need for 
this type of housing but it is simply too big 
for the site. 

“There is an adjacent bungalow which 
I have visited and their window will be 
blocked by a 40 foot high wall that is part 
of the application. Residents are very con¬ 
cerned about this and a host of other issues 
to do with the application.” 

Steve Bowen, of Mid Wales Properties 
Ltd, said: “The plans will bring much 
needed rented accommodation into the 
town, utilising what is a redundant brown¬ 
field site close to the town centre. The de¬ 
velopment has been carefully designed by 
local architects who know the area and 
local community to ensure it fits in with 
the local environment and existing neigh¬ 
bouring properties.”

A COUPLE honeymooning di¬ 
rectly in the path of Hurricane 
Irma say they asked to be evacu¬ 
ated four days before it wreaked 
havoc. 

Julian and Russ Ray¬ 
mond-Sandy, from Oswestry, 
spent 36 hours on lock-down in 
their hotel in Cuba. 

They said holiday company 
Thomas Cook should have acted 
to get their customers off the is¬ 
land and say the lack of informa¬ 
tion was “disgraceful”. 

The couple, who own the Last 
Inn at Hengoed near Oswestry, 
were married at the end of July 
and flew to Cuba to stay at the 
Playa Costa Verde, north of Hol¬ 
guin. 

Julian, 37, said: “We asked to 
be evacuated four days ago but 
were told to stay put as they said 
they couldn’t evacuate 2,000 
people. The Thomas Cook rep 
said no information was good 
information and not to panic. 

“The winds were so strong, 
the building was shaking and 
the sheer noise was horrific.” 

Thomas Cook said guests are 
in hotels built to withstand hur¬ 
ricanes. A spokesman said: “The 
safety of our customers is always 
our first priority.” 

He added the company had 
sent additional special assis¬ 
tance teams to help tourists.

Wartime barn is 
wedding venue 

OWNERS of a glamping business 
have transformed a barn once used 
during the First World War into a 
wedding venue. 

Barnutopia’s latest venture is host¬ 
ing wedding ceremonies in the long 
barn, which was once used by the 
forces when it formed part of the Park 
Hall army barracks, near Oswestry. 

The barn was relocated to the 
glamping farm site in Llansilin during 
the 1970s. Company owner Katrina 
Boydon said the structure had fallen 
into disrepair and needed restoring. 

“It’s a wonderful barn but it had 
been left to go to rack and ruin,” she 
said. 

“So we painted it, rewired it, laid 
some flooring, added some fairy lights 
and generally refurbished it so it was 
ready for weddings.”

“This technology plays a big part 
in my vision for a reformed, reas¬ 
sured and safer West Mercia, and I 
am pleased to see it being rolled out 
ahead of schedule,” Mr Campion said. 
“It is already clear that the increased 
transparency which the video provides 
is re-assuring the public and our of¬ 
ficers, giving our communities greater 
confidence in the police service.”

Figures show age 
of rape victims 

OVER 200 victims of rape offences in 
the last five years in the region were 
under the age of 10. 

Statistics from Dyfed-Powys Police 
show that there were a total of 979 
rape cases in the force area from 2012 
to 2017. Of those cases, 201 involved 
a victim under the age of 10 with two 
victims just one-year-old. 

The highest number of victims were 
14 years-old across the region, with 55 
victims. 

Figures also showed one victim to 
be 84-years-old and one 72. 

Of the the four counties covered by 
the force, Carmarthenshire had the 
largest number of offences, 346, with 
Powys second with 240.

Road plans 'will bring 
more chaos' says mayor

CHANGES to a controversial 
one-way system will only cause 
more traffic chaos in Welshpool, 
according to the mayor. 

A plan drawn up by the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment for proposed changes to the 
system was discussed by councillors 
on Wednesday last week. 

Councillors and residents have been 
pressing for changes ever since the system 
was introduced in 2011. 

Last week County Councillor Graham 
Breeze said the plans were flawed and dan¬ 
gerous. 

They included a herringbone parking 
system similar to one on Newtown’s Broad 
Street. 

Calls for a light-controlled crossing near 
the Town Hall and for Brook Street and 
Union Street to return to a two-way system 
have been ignored in the proposals. 

Mayor Steve Kaye said: “It looks as if the 
plans have been drawn up by some com¬ 
puter whizz kid in Cardiff who has never 
even been to Welshpool. 

“The plans are not at all good, and to be 
honest if these changes were made to the 
one way system it would create more traffic 
chaos than we have got now.” 

Councillor Kaye added: “These current 
plans would just cause massive queues. It 
is not fit for purpose.” 

A meeting has now been sought and the 
councillors want government officials to 
come to Welshpool and draw up fresh plans. 


Church leader elected after vote 



John Davies has been elected as the new Archbishop of Wales 


AFTER two days of voting 
and deliberating at a church 
in Powys a new Archbishop of 
Wales has been elected. 

John Davies, who has served 
as the Bishop of Swansea and 
Brecon for the past nine years, 
was chosen to succeed Dr Barry 
Morgan as the 13th Archbishop. 

He was up against five other 
bishops for the role, including 
two women, Bishop of Llandaff 
June Osborne, and the Bishop of 
St Davids Joanna Penberthy. It 
could have been the first time a 
women bishop was appointed to 
the role. 

However Archbishop John 
was elected by a group of peo¬ 
ple made up of clerics and lay 
people, who were locked in Holy 
Trinity Church in Llandrindod 
Wells on Tuesday and Wednes¬ 
day last week. 

He secured a two-thirds ma¬ 
jority vote from members of the 
Electoral College on the second 
day of its meeting. 

The election was immediately 
confirmed by the five other di¬ 
ocesan bishops and announced 
at the door of the church by 
the Provincial Secretary of the 
Church in Wales, Simon Lloyd. 


Farmers are 
asked for 
opinions on 
broadband 

FARMERS are being asked to take 
part in a nationwide survey about 
broadband and mobile phone cover¬ 
age. 

The NFU Cymru President Ste¬ 
phen James said: “NFU Cymru and 
NFU are calling on the government to 
make the digital economy universal, 
so that every farming business can 
access superfast broadband, at speeds 
they can afford, with coverage across 
all of their farms. 

“We do not believe that the UK gov¬ 
ernment is doing enough for farmers 
and rural communities to get con¬ 
nected. Our members need a plan 
in place to accelerate the delivery of 
rural services and lay the foundations 
for 5G services. 

“The government’s proposed broad¬ 
band Universal Service Obligation of 
10Mbps, and BT’s equivalent offer for 
1.4 million rural premises, is far lower 
in speed than urban broadband users 
receive now. 

“The UK as a whole is lagging be¬ 
hind other countries, reportedly being 
31st in the world for average broad¬ 
band speed and 54th for 4G coverage. 
Our surveys have shown that only 15 
per cent farmers have mobile cover¬ 
age across the farm in 2016, so it is 
well past time for the government to 
take action to bring rural areas up to 
scratch.” 

The 2017 NFU member survey will 
run for five weeks with staff from 
NFU Business Services carrying out 
a telephone survey. 

There will also be an online survey 
on the NFU and NFU Cymru website 
available.

Changes see gym now

PEOPLE who want to work out in 
the early hours of the morning or 
go for a run late at night have the 
chance, as an Oswestry gym is 
open 24 hours a day. 

Active 8 Gym was opened 18 months 
ago by three businessmen on the 
Maesbury Road Industrial Estate. 

Since then the popular gym has built up 
a core of members and houses two personal 
trainers. 

Now in a radical new change, the owners 
have decided to turn the facility into a 24- 
hour gym, opening seven days a week and 
365 days a year. 

One of the owners, Wayne Peter, who is 
a sports therapist, said it is something the 
owners have wanted to do for a while. 

He said: “When we first opened the gym 
18 months ago we wanted to do this. 

“But we have let it grow and we have 
up a loyal core of members and now is the 
right time to do this. 

“It will be manned in the day and we will 
still have our personal trainers Joe and 
Tyler down there, and the classes we put 
on will still take place.” 

Telford and Shrewsbury both have 24- 
hour gym facilities, however the Active 8 
one is the first of its kind in the Oswestry 
and border area. 

Members access through a key fob and 
extra security has been put in place. 

People using the gym when it is un¬ 
manned are logged and the security cam¬ 
eras are linked up to the owners’ phones. 

Wayne said the move isn’t about getting 
more members, but about offering some¬ 
thing different to the other gym facilities 
in the area.

A Kronospan spokeswoman 
thanked the fire service for its 
rapid response. 

She said the fire was in one of 
the driers and nobody was hurt. 


Carpet fitter 
admits road 
rage with 
craft knife 

A CARPET fitter was armed with a 
craft knife when he confronted four 
young women in a late-night road 
rage attack on a Shropshire country 
lane, a court heard. 

Kenneth Phillip Ho well-Walker had 
forced the women’s car to stop in an 
isolated area after he had overtaken 
them in his van on a blind bend. 

The 31-year-old’s behaviour left the 
four victims, including one who was 
pregnant, scared and upset. 

Howell-Walker was given a 15- 
month prison sentence, suspended 
for two years, at Shrewsbury Crown 
Court. 

Recorder Roger Evans said the de¬ 
fendant had been involved in a “silly 
and foolish” piece of road rage. “It 
was compounded by you getting out 
of your van to scare these ladies and 
using the knife. It was outrageous be¬ 
haviour,” he said. 

Howell-Walker, a self-employed 
carpet fitter, of Hillpark, Dudleston 
Heath, near Oswestry must also at¬ 
tend a rehabilitation programme and 
was fined £100 for careless driving. He 
had admitted the driving offence and 
being in possession of the craft knife 
in a public place at an earlier hearing. 
The court heard the attack happened 
at about 11pm on September 19 last 
year on the B5068 Ellesmere to St 
Martins road near the ETC Saw Mills 
headquarters. 

John R Oates, prosecuting, said: 
“The defendant jumped out of the ve¬ 
hicle and was displaying a belligerent 
manner and came to the driver’s door 
and had the craft knife in his hand.” 

Mark Connor, for Howell-Walker, 
said his client knew there was no ex¬ 
cuse or justification for his behaviour. 
He said he had the craft knife because 
it was what he used in his profession.

A STRUGGLING out-of-hours 
GP service has asked two health 
groups for financial support. 

Shropdoc has asked Shropshire and 
Telford Clinical Commissioning Groups, 
the organisations that commission 
health services in the region, for short 
term financial help. 

It comes after Shropdoc admitted it was a 
facing its most serious financial challenges in 
21 years. The service provides urgent medical 
services for patients in the region when their 
own surgery is closed. 

Dr Russell Muirhead, Shropdoc chairman, 
has written to GPs saying the service is costing 
far more than the money coming in. 

He said a number of posts have been lost 
and the chief executive had also left by mutual 
consent. It has not been disclosed how much 
money Shropdoc has asked for. 

Dr Simon Freeman, accountable officer for 
Shropshire CCG and David Evans, chief officer 
from Telford and Wrekin CCG, said: “Shrop¬ 
doc is facing financial challenges and Shrop¬ 
shire and Telford and Wrekin CCGs have been 
approached by Shropdoc for short term finan¬ 
cial support, which the CCGs are discussing 
with them. As CCGs our priority is to ensure 
the continuity of care for local patients wher¬ 
ever possible. 

“We will advise of any further developments 
over the coming weeks.” 

Last month Shropdoc said it was looking to 
re-negotiate its contract with the Shropshire 
Community Health Trust, as it faces increas¬ 
ing pressure. In June it announced that six 
redundancies may have to be made. 

Dr Muirhead said: “We are in discussion 
with our commissioners and a review is 
planned shortly. 

“The commissioners continue to support us 
in the short term and all clinical services are 
being maintained to the usual high standard.” 

Simon Wright, chief executive of Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, added: 
“I hold regular meetings with colleagues from 
Shropdoc. 

“Within these discussions I will be offering 
both my personal support to Dr Russell Muir¬ 
head, chairman of Shropdoc, as well as contin¬ 
uing the discussions about how we can work 
more closely with them in delivering urgent 
care.”

MenW is one of the most aggressive and 
life-threatening forms of meningococcal 
disease and can be fatal. Many survivors 
are left with life changing disabilities, in¬ 
cluding brain damage and loss of limbs. 

Eligible teenagers who has missed vacci¬ 
nation in previous years remain eligible up 
to their 25th birthday, whether attending 
university or not. Students starting uni¬ 
versity for the first time are particularly 
at risk if unvaccinated.

We fight on 
to save A&E, 
say Labour 

TELFORD’S Labour Party has said it will 
keep fighting for the town’s A&E. 

Officials said they were very disap¬ 
pointed but sadly not surprised by the de¬ 
cision of the NHS Future Fit programme 
board to renew its recommendation that 
an emergency centre should be based at 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. The majority 
of day-case surgery should be carried out 
at Telford’s Princess Royal.

Councillor Kevin Guy, chairman of the 
Telford Labour Party, said: “The Telford 
Labour Party will continue to fight against 
the proposed closure of the 24-hour A&E 
service at the Princess Royal Hospital.”.” 

Bosses are aiming to launch the process 
between the end of September and the 
middle of October if the go-ahead is given. 

The consultation period will last 12 
weeks.

Cannabis supply 
claims are denied 

TWO men, including one from Shrop¬ 
shire, have denied a charge of conspir¬ 
ing to produce and supply cannabis. 

It follows the discovery of an alleged 
cannabis factory at an industrial unit at 
the Bromfield Industrial Estate in Mold. 

Defendants Simon King and Lee Al¬ 
exander appeared in the dock at Mold 
Crown Court and pleaded not guilty to 
conspiring to produce and supply can¬ 
nabis between December 2011 and Jan¬ 
uary of this year. 

The two of them - together with Max¬ 
ine Knott - also deny money launder¬ 
ing, converting £806,586 of cash which 
is said to be the proceeds of criminal 
conduct. 

King, 46, and Knott, 50, of Rhydloes 
Mill at Llansilin near Oswestry and Al¬ 
exander, 34, of Queen’s Road in Chester 
but now said to be living in Stafford, 
were all bailed by Judge Rhys Rowlands, 
pending trial in March of next year.

Vincent added that dance was his great passion - but 
staying focused for a long UK tour was always tough. 

“Motivation is the hardest part, to be honest. All the 
people that dance and do this job will agree. When it’s 
live on stage it’s great because you connect to the normal 
people. They are the people - mums, parents and so on - 
who keep you going. 

“And that’s great because they keep you sane. You 
suffer from solitude quite a lot because you’re away every 
week at different hotels. Sometimes you wake up and 
think ‘where am I?’ because we travel so much.” 

Putting together a major new show is tough. It takes 
weeks and weeks of 10am-to-6pm rehearsals before a 
technical week ahead of the first show. Flavia says: “You 
have really long days and there is a bit of 
adrenalin and nerves. Once the show’s 
up and running it eases off. We tend to 
do a half-hour warm-up before every 
show. We have a little time off and 
people do their own thing, going to 
the gym, resting or walking. You learn 
to do that, or you take a massage or see 
the physio.” 

Vincent moved to the UK when 
he was 17 to follow his dream of 
dancing. 

“I wanted to become the best 
in the world, as everybody else 
does, so I moved here. It was 
a coincidence that I met Flavia, 
who was Italian and moved here at 
the age of four. 

“Every day, we had dance lessons 
and were training. Our lives were really about 
that, you know, about competitions and trying 
to win. We wanted to get into the final and get 
the world championship. That was our lives.” 

The couple then got asked to do a 
couple of performances on Strictly 
before the show’s producer asked 
them to become a part of it full¬ 
time. 

Flavia said: “We 
didn’t know how 
big the 


show was. Even now, I can’t believe we’ve been through 
all of that. It was amazing.” 

Vincent says: “Before we were famous in the ballroom 
world and we could walk the high street. Now people 
stop us and want to have a photo. It was a shock to the 
system. Since then, we’ve never looked for work, it’s 
come to us. We didn’t think ‘shall we do theatre?’ The 
producers came to us and here we are.” 

Favia adds: “It’s been a long 
road and initially during the first 
r 'art of our careers it was a 
hell of a lot of sacrifice. You 
think back and realise 
how hard you worked 
and that we didn’t 
have a life.

dancing. I know how hard it is and what you have to go 
through. I’m trying to sway her off. It’s really hard work. 

I know the sacrifice young people have to make in their 
teens and 20s. It can affect lots of things in later life. But 
it’s worked for us and we’ve kept going and gone from 
one thing for another. We were lucky, things could have 
been very different. We don’t regret anything.” 

The couple have visited Birmingham on plenty of 
occasions and always feel at home in the Second City. 
They’re looking forward to their return and will be out and 
about in the city’s restaurants and shops. 

Favia says: “We love Birmingham and are always happy 
to come up there. I remember places because of the 
shopping. I try to go to Lasan every time, if my husband 
comes up. He loves Birmingham too and studied there.” 

Vincent adds: “I used to buy, buy, buy. I’d buy one for 
the stage and one for myself. My wardrobe is exploding.

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Rural roads have proved lethal for novice drivers 


Rural driving lessons should be 
compulsory for all learner drivers, 
according to a road safety charity. 

Figures from the Department for 
Transport show that 120 young drivers 
lost their lives in 2015 - the last year 
for which statistics are available - with 
80 per cent of these deaths occurring 
on country roads. 

In comparison, 16 per cent took 
place on urban roads and just four 
per cent on motorways. 

Jason Wakeford, director of 
campaigns for road safety charity 
Brake, said: “High speeds, sharp 
bends, narrow lanes, risky overtaking 
and the presence of vulnerable road 
users like cyclists, make rural roads 
the most dangerous by far. 

“The combination of rural roads and 
novice drivers is lethal - a staggering 
80 per cent of all young car driver 
fatalities occur in rural locations. 

“Brake is calling for a total overhaul 
of the learning to drive system to help 
cut fatalities and injuries. 

“A graduated licensing system, 
including a minimum learning period, 
mandatory training on rural roads and 
restrictions for newly qualified drivers 
- such as a zero drink-drive limit - will 
allow new drivers to build up more 
skills and experience over a longer 
period.” 

Wakeford said similar systems 
in Australia and New Zealand 
had “dramatically reduced road 
casualties” and could save as many 


as 400 lives per year if introduced 
in Britain. He added: “Brake is also 
calling for a review of rural speed 
limits and for voluntary intelligent 
speed adaptation systems, which 
help drivers keep within the limit, to be 
fitted as standard to new cars. 

“There is also the need for better 
and more affordable public transport, 
so fewer young people see starting 
driving in their teens as a necessity.” 

However, a spokesperson for the 
Department for Transport ruled out 
rural lessons being introduced. 

The spokesperson said: “We 
encourage learner drivers to 


experience as many driving 
conditions and road types as 
possible, however making lessons 
compulsory on rural roads would 
be impractical due to geographical 
distances and potential associated 
costs. 

“We are constantly taking action 
to help keep young drivers safe, 
including allowing learner drivers 
to take lessons on motorways, 
tightening the laws on drug driving 
and using a mobile phone behind 
the wheel, and we are spending £175 
million upgrading 50 of England’s 
most dangerous local A-roads.”

DAN Evans, the 2014 national hill climb champi¬ 
on, smashed his own course record in the Oswestry 
Paragon event which was also round three of The 
Coaching Revolutions Hill Climb series. 

Evans reduced his five minute 44.50 second bench¬ 
mark - also set in 2014 on the way to that national 
championship - with an almost unbelievable effort 
of 5:35.63, some 28 seconds ahead of Kirk Vickers 
to underline the quality of this ride on the tough 
Oswestry Paragon Mount Road climb. 

This 1.65 mile course climbing towards The Old 
Racecourse has a sting in the tail, but was no match 
for Evans, who revealed a liking for the climb. 

“The Oswestry Paragon hill climb has turned into 
a bit of a start of season ritual for me, so it’s nice to 
begin with a course record and bodes well,” he said. 


Vickers was full of praise for Evans’ ride, taking 
second thanks to his 6:04.10 effort, with another 
strong competitor, Ryan Morley just two seconds off 
his pace in 6:06.16. 

Vickers knew he was in for a race from the start, 
which pushed his competitive streak even harder. 

“It was a tough competition. I paced it well, a new 
personal best for me. Well done Dan Evans, untouch¬ 
able,” added Morley. 

“I was pretty chuffed with the result. I’d never 
call myself a hill climber, but the nature of the climb 
suited me better than some other climbs. It was a 
long effort and I was really hurting by the top. A 
great event, with loads of spectators giving a good 
atmosphere at the top.” 

Hill climbs suit the young and the lightweight, one 


rider making a name for himself is Tyler Brennan, 
who not only took third place with a fine 6:22.16, 
just seeing off a punchy exertion from Vickers’ Rhino 
Velo team mate David Scott by two seconds. 

Retaining the Paragon hill climb trophy he has 
made his own since 2011, Rob Kerr just missed out 
on a sub seven-minute ride taking eighth place in 
7:01.06 with Neil Coles who was again the runner-up 
in 7:19.53. 

Paul Williams was third Paragon rider in 07:34.23, 
whileJack Young knocked a huge chunk off last 
year’s time to be fastest Paragon junior in 08:45.64 

In the Ladies Championship, it was Evans’ wife 
Jess who posted the winning time of 7:11.28, bi- 
zarrely tying with junior runner-up Sam Holwill for 
an impressive ninth place overall.
